This comes about from the fact 


that. 120 days after the laxv is sign- 
ed, the administration can appoint 
and conx-ene an "industry commit- 
tee" m any industry, whether or 
not it 15 paying more than 25 cents 
an hour, and can hax-e that com- 
mittee recommend minimum xx-agcs 
for immediate operation up to 40 
cents aa hour and xvithout xvaiting 
for the 7-year period to elapse. ' 


Needn't Hold Hearings 


The industry committee must, of 


course, make an inx-estigation, but 
need not hold hearings of the type 
recently described by the supreme 
court opinion. The laxv does say, 
hoxvever: 


"The committee shall recommend 


to the administrator thc highest 
minimum xvage rates for the indus- 
try which it determines, hax-ing due 
regard for economic and competi- 
tive conditions, will not substantial- 
ly curtail employment in the in- 
dustry." 


But thc bill also says no classifi- 


cation can be made solely on a re- 
gional basis, which means 
that, 


while the industry committees com- 
posed of members from all sections 
•xvill recommend what they think is 
the right minimum wage, thc ad- 
ministrator is under no obligation 
tinder the laxv to accept the com- 
mittee's findings. 


Noxv, although public attention 


has been focused on thc minimum 
xvage provisions, yet equally impor- 
tant and penetrating is the provi- 
sion about maximum hours. 
The 


first year, xvhich means 120 days

hours xvorked must be 44 per xveek 
and then 42 hours the second nnd 40 
hours a xveek during the third year. 
Any business xvhich employs xvork- 
ers above any of these limits must 
pay "time and a half."

Detzen explained that from the 


standpoint of beauty alone, Italy's 
mountains and valleys, her sculp- 
ture, music, and architecture were 
perhaps unsurpassed in the xvorld. 
"But if anyone says he'd sooner lix-e 


said, "the best punishment I can i 
think of for him, is to force him 
to spend thc rest of his life there." 


"The xvorst condition there is the • 


domination of the family and the 
individual by 
the state." Detzen 


said. 
"People are afraid to say 


what they think, and not until they 
hax-e knoxx'n you for a year or 
more, xvill they dare to do more 
than xvhisper any opinion they may 
have of the gox'ernmenV 


Army in Ex'idcnce 


"The army is in evidence every- 


where," he continued, "and Musso- 
lini boasts that he can mobilize 
from eight to ten million men xx'ith- 
in three hours. Facism is a part of j 
all the actions of the people, and 
the baby literally drops from the 
cradle into the army." 


Small boys and girls from sex-en 


to ten years old are gix-en some 
kind of facist training, the speakc r 
explained, so that they may be 
helpful in time of xvar. Women are 
encouraged to learn business and 
professions, so that in time of xvar 
the business of the nation may go 
on as usual although the men are 
axvay fighting. 


Switching the subject to the con- 


dition of labor, Detzen said, "The 
top price for skilled labor is about 
a dollar a day. Things which xve 
take for granted are very dear to 
the Italian xvorkman. He must xvork 
one hour for a loaf of bread, txvo 
months for a radio. 
No one can 


think of ex'cn oxvning an automo- 
bile, because gasoline is 64 cents a 
gallon. If one does own a radio, 
eight of every ten hours of broad- 
casting are facist propaganda, and 
the rest are recordings."

The world must make a new appraisal 


of Hitlerism. 


The vote of the Sudetan Germans in 


Czechoslovakia in which 
approximately 


91 per cent pledged themselves to Naz- 
ism should not be permitted to pass un- 
noticed. 
Those who shut their eyes to 


such a manifestation of solidarity are 
blundering. 


When the German people voted to 


the tune of 98 per cent of ballots cast in 
Austria and the Reich to uphold Hitlerism 
on every occasion when given an oppor- 
tunity to express their will, there was the 
chance to conclude that sharp practices 
and the absence of free press, free speech 
and an opposition party accounted for 
this seemingly amazing result. 


But in Czechoslovakia there is a free 


press and free speech. And what is more 
there was an anti-Nazi ticket among the 
Germans. 
Still 91 out of every hundred 


voted for Hitlerism. Such a result must 
be marked down as even more confound- 
ing than the voting results in Germany. 


At this distance we are privileged to 


deride and mock all we like at Hitler, 
Goering, Goebbels and other Nazi ora- 
tors, and pick to pieces their schoolboy 
spoutings. But no one can pick to pieces 
a 91 per cent vote cast among 3M: million 
people with open discussion, and opposing 
tickets, and Hitlerism only a few miles 
away. 


It is likely that world conditions have 


helped the Nazis and more than likely 
that the blunders of democracy in Amer- 
ica, its sickly program and more sickly 
consequences, lead people elsewhere to 
believe that it is broken and on the way 
out. 


A century ago Americans proudly pro- 


claimed that the only thing to prevent 
democracy from becoming widespread was 
the refusal of monarchies to let the people 
vote. Now we know different. 


At least we see great concourses of 


people among the most intelligent in the 
world turning away from democracy in 
disgust and taking their stand with dic- 
tatorship.

Enter The Machine 


The big parallel to be drawn be- 


tween Kentucky and Iowa is in the 
value of the state machine. In Iowa, 
Rep. Otha Wearin had at least some 
administration support in seeking 
the Senate nomination against Sen- 
ator Gillette. But back of Gillette 
was the stout Iowa state machine of 
Governor Kraschcl. With it Gillette 
won handily. 


In Kentucky, Governor Chandler 


has the state machine. Reputedly it 
is a daisy. While the national ad- 
ministration has been building up 
its prestige by means of public 
works. 
Governor Chandler has 


strengthened his own organization 
in the same way. 


Harry Hopkins, WPA adminis- 


trator, and Jimmy Roosevelt spoke 
kind words about Wearin in Iowa 
to give him a semblance of admin- 
istration endorsement that Gillette 
lacked. A good many persons 
thought the gesture was designed 
to give Wearin the benefit of some 
35.000 or more WPA votes in Iowa, 
but it was not enough. 


Without discounting the value of 


Chandler's state organization, it 
might be recalled that once Con- 
gress is adjourned the prestige of 
White House pronouncements in- 
creases. And the White House is 
for Barkley. With Washington as a 
sounding board, a handful of con- 
gressmen made a whopping issue of 
Hopkins' share in the Iowa primary 
and Wearin suffered. But with Con- 
gress gone, the President has the 
Washington field to himself. 


So, the Roosevelt influence can 


be looked upon to increase in that 
respect during the summer — and 
Barkley and Chandler do not tan- 
gle in the primaries until the first 
Saturday in August.

Best of all, they are connected by 
short portages which average less 
than a quarter of a mile ir- length. 


Even without much woods experi- 


ence, a man who is not afraid to 
work and likes to rough it, can 
find his way around with the ex- 
cellent maps now available. He can 
start out and travel for hundreds 
of miles along the ',r3i'<: of the old 
French voyageurs, crors the same 
portages, camp on the snme old 
camp sites they used in the early 
days. Within a days travel, he will 
find himself as far removed from 
civilization as though he haci been 
gone for months and will h->ve the 
tremendous satisfaction of knowing 
that at least he is on his ov.-n.

Every term end the teacher is perplexed about a certain child. There 


is always one to a class, somehow. Shall he go ahead? Or stay back? 
He is not so good in arithmetic. Some days he gets eighty; other days 
down he goes to sixty, maybe worse. But on one test, and no easy one 
he was well up in the first quarter of the class. Maybe he could get 
along. 


Reading? Reading is important. Yes, he can read, fairly well. He 


knows all the words, but sometimes you can see he is getting no meaning 
out of them. Just reads the words without any apparent interest or un- 
derstanding. But you can't say he doesn't read. 


History and geography? Grammar? Well, so so. Just like the arithme- 


tic and reading. He seems to have flashes of illumination succeeded by 
utter darkness. But you can't say he is a failure and you certainly can- 
not say he is a success. It is hard to say what to do that is right fo'r him 


My vote is for promoting him. Then teaching him to READ Some 


children are slower about getting meaning out of words than others. They 
need help on this. Whenever a child does passing work in number com- 
mutations and fails in problems, we usually discover that he does not get

problem. The words get in his way. 
Clear the meaning of the wording 
for him, and he goes ahead.

Buckwheat Good 


Emergency Crop 


Last Two Weeks of June 


Most Favorable for 


Planting; 


An increased acreage of buck- 


wheat is expected 
to be seeded 


this spring, according to B. D. Leith 
agronomist of the stale college of 
agriculture, who has been receiving 
inquiries regarding buckwheat as 
an emergency crop that can 
be 


planted in seasons such as 
this 


when rains make it too late for 
small grain or corn planting. 


Jn reply Leilh states that the 


last two weeks in June is the most 
favorable period although it may be 
planted any time up to July 10. It 
is a good cash crop, a good feed for 
poultry, a smother crop for weeds 
and it is sometimes used as a green 
manure crop. 


That there is a cash market de- 


mand for buckwheat is suggested 
by the fact that last year the price 
averaged from $1.43 to $2.00 a hun- 
dredweight and the supply had to 
be shipped in from eastern states 
and Canada. 


The varieties which Leith finds 


best adapted to Wisconsin are the 
Silver Hull and Japanese. The Jap- 


I anese has a large, seeded berry, al- 
most black in color with 
sharp 


edges. The Silver Hull is silvery 
gray, rather plump with rounded 
edges, althouhg the berry is some- 
what smaller. 


Due to the fact that buckwheat 


docs not set seed well under dry, 
hot conditions, it is best not to plant 
it before the middle of June. Other- 
wise, the flowering period is likely 
to corne during the hot weather of 
mid-June. Because buckwheat does 
not ripen uniformly, it is usually 
cut when most of the seeds are 
ripe. This means that the bundles 
•will carry a considerable amount 
of green stems and leaves, and care 
must be taken that they are well 
cured before threshing. 


Buckwheat is well adapted 
to 


poor soils and to new breaking. Ev- 
en acid soil and sandy soil will 
grow good buckwheat. The usual 
rate of seeding is a bushel to the 
acre, or from three to five pecks.

nicky, state livestock sanitation di- 
rector. 


Recalling the extensive outbreak 


of the disease 
in Wisconsin last 


year, Dr. Wisnicky has issued an ap- 
peal to the farmers of the state to 
exercise these precautions against 
the disease: place screens on doors 
and windows of horse stables: keep 
the stables sanitary to prevent the 
breeding of insects; stable all hors- 
es at night during the summer 
and fall months: use fly netting 
when working the horses; use fly 
and insect repellent sprays for ad- 
ditional protection. 


"Sleeping sickness among hors- 


es and mules requires immediate 
and careful treatment," he said. 
"The earlier the case is given com-
